ANNUAL REPORT 2014 -2015 

The Council of Architecture, constituted under the Architects Act, 1972 under Ministry of Human Resource 
Development, Govt, of India, deems it a pleasure to present the Annual Report and Audited Statement of Accounts for the 
financial year ending on 31.03.2015. 

Organisational Structure: 

President, Council of Architecture is head of the organization under whose overall charge the Council functions. 
Prof. Uday Gadkari is the President Council of Architecture. 

Statutory and Other Committees: 

In order to carry out the objectives of the Act and Regulations framed thereunder, the Council constituted the 
statutory, committees, namely, the Executive Committee, which functions as an Executive Authority of the Council, 
Disciplinary Committee, which investigates the complaints and holds enquiries relating to professional misconduct of 
architects, Advisory Committee (Appeals), which hears the appeals of the applicants whose applications for registration are 
rejected. Apart from these several other committees are constituted from time to time for particular/special purposes. 

The Council constituted a Sub-Committee to examine the references received from Central Government for 
recognition of Foreign qualifications. 

The Executive Committee also constituted Scrutiny Committee to scrutinize the proposals/applications received 
from new institutions for introduction B. Arch. Course and from existing institutions for extension of approval/additional 
intake. 
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Meetings of the Council and its Committees: 

During the period under report, the Council met twice. The 62 nd meeting was held on 02.09.2014 at New Delhi and 
63 rd meeting was held on 06.02.2015 at Alibaug, Maharashtra. 

During the year 2014-2015, the Executive Committee met 14 times i.e. 128 th Meeting on 1 st April, 2014, 
129 th Meeting on 12 th May, 2014, 130 th meeting on 27 th and 28 th May, 2014, 131 st Meeting on 11 th June and 12 th June, 2014, 
132 nd Meeting on 26 th and 27 th June, 2014, 133 rd Meeting on 5 th July, 2014, 134 th Meeting on 26 th July, 214, 135 th Meeting on 
31 st August and 1 st September, 2014, 136 th Meeting on 26 th September, 2014, 137 th Meeting on 16 th October, 2014, 
138 th Meeting on 28 th November, 2014, 139 th Meeting on 12 th December, 2014, 140 th Meeting on 5 th February, 2015, 
141 st Meeting on 17 th March, 2015 and 30 th March, 2015.

During the period of under report the Council has recovered Rs.20,02,000/- as Restoration fee from Architects 
and Rs. 86,31,540/- as fine from Architects for not carrying renewal of their registration and also not 
surrendering the Certificate of Registration issued by the Council.

3.0 MEETINGS OF THE DISCIPLINARY COMMITTEE : 

The Disciplinary Committee held its meetings on 5 th and 6 th May, 2014, 23 rd and 24 th July 2014, 
17 th and 18 th October, 2014 and submitted its report to the full Council in respect of cases referred to it. 

The Chairperson Mrs. Sipra Mitra has ceased to be a member of the Council and Disciplinary Committee w.e.f 
01.11.2015. The Committee is now having only two members. The Council has requested the Ministry of 
Human Resource Development to reconstitute the Disciplinary Committee and notify its constitution in the 
gazette of India. 

4.0 REGISTRATION OF ARCHITECTS: 

The Council registers a person as an architect under Section 25 of the Act, who resides or carries on the 
profession of architecture in India and holds, a recognized architectural qualification. 

During the year (1 st April, 2014 to 31 st March, 2015), the Council has registered 4954 persons as architects and 
with this as on 31 st March, 2015, a total of 67924 persons have been registered as architects with Council of 
Architecture. On 31 st March, 2015, 54842 persons hold valid registration as an Architect with the Council of 
Architecture. 

5.0 REVISION OF VARIOUS FEES PRESCRIBED UNDER THE ARCHITECTS ACT AND RULES 
FRAMED THEREUNDER BY THE CENTRAL GOVERNMENT. 

The Ministry of Human Resource Development, Govt, of India, vide Gazette Notification No. 173 dated 
06.08.2014, amended the Council of Architecture Rules, 1973 and fixed the fees to be charged from Architects 


as under :

The Council has implemented the same and is charging fees from Architects as prescribed above. 

6.0 PURCHASE OF ADDITIONAL OFFICE SPACE FOR THE OFFICE OF COUNCIL OF ARCHITECTURE. 

The Council has purchased additional Office space from the National Building Construction Corporation Ltd. 
(NBCC), at NBCC- Centre, Okhla (Phase-I), New Delhi at 7 th Floor with total saleable area 7,885 Sq.ft, with a 
fixed/ reserved price of Rs.22,260/- per sq ft. having 18 reserve car park facility. 
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During the year under report, the Council has paid a sum of Rs. 14,79,67,074/- (Rupees fourteen crores seventy 
nine lakhs sixty seven thousand and seventy four only) to NBCC. 

7.0 COMPLAINTS FOR PROFESSIONAL MISCONDUCT AGAINST ARCHITECTS: 

Each and every architect is required to observe and abide by the provisions of the Architects (Professional 
Conduct) Regulations, 1989, as amended in 2003. The Act provides for taking action against an architect who 
is found guilty of professional misconduct upon investigation and after providing opportunity of being heard 
to the Architect. 

The Council at its 62 nd Meeting considered 2 complaints of alleged professional misconduct against Architects 
and both the complaints were dismissed. 

The Council at its 63 rd meeting considered 12 complaints of alleged professional misconduct against 
architects. 3 complaints were referred to Disciplinary Committee and 7 complaints were dismissed. While 
one case was kept in abeyance as the matter is sub-judice in another case the Council decided to give one more 
chance to Respondent Architect to submit his statement of defence. 

8.0 SUPPLY OF INFORMATION UNDER RTI ACT, 2005 : 

During the period under report the Council has supplied information to 87 applicants AND disposed 3 Appeals 
under the RTI Act, 2005. 

9.0 ONLINE APPLICATIONS PROCESS FOR ARCHITECTURAL INSTITUTIONS: 

The Council has started receiving applications/proposals from Institutions for introduction of B. Arch, as well 
as for extension of B. Arch, courses/Additional intake online. All the details of the Institution including 
faculty members and infrastructure facility are submitted by the Institutions online through Internet and their 
inspections based on the information furnished by them and inspections report will be filled by Inspectors 
online. 

This will enable the Council to have full database of Institutions and to monitor their academic and 
infrastructure facilities easily. The inspections for the academic session 2015-2016 are being through online 
system. 

10.0 APPROVAL OF NEW INSTITUTIONS IN THE ACADEMIC SESSION 2014 - 2015: 

During the year under report 52 new institutions were granted approval to impart Bachelor of Architecture 
Courses and 10 existing institutions were granted approval for PG Courses. 

With this, the total number of institutions imparting recognized courses in architecture with the approval of 
Council has risen to 379 in 2014-2015. The annual intake of students at Undergraduate level is 23741 
(approx.), Postgraduate level is 1820 and at Ph.D is 30. 

11.0 EXTENSION OF APPROVAL FOR THE ACADEMIC SESSION 2014-2015 ONWARDS: 

The Council granted extension of approval or otherwise for UG & PG Courses to 136 institutions for the 
academic session 2014-2015 as under: 

i) Institutions granted extension of approval for B. Arch. Course for 2014-2015 onwards with existing or 
higher intake: 136 

ii) Institutions granted extension of approval for M. Arch. Course for 2014-2015 onwards with existing or 
higher intake: 14 

iii) Institutions put on ‘No Admission’ for 2014-2015: NIL 

iv) Institutions put on ‘Withdrawal of approval’ for 2014-2015: 2 

The Council has also initiated the process of inspection for the academic session 2015-2016 of institutions, 
which are due for inspections. 

12.0 RECOGNITION OF FOREIGN QUALIFICATIONS UNDER THE ARCHITECTS ACT, 1972, BY THE 
CENTRAL GOVERNMENT: 

The Council has received references from the Central Government for recognition of Architectural Degree 
awarded by foreign Universities. 

A Sub-Committee consisting of Prof. Milind Kollegal, Convenor, Prof. Jitendra Singh, Member, Shri A. D. 
Shirode, Member, and Prof. D.V. Solomon, Member, for considering requests of Recognition of Foreign 
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Qualifications has been constituted by the Council to examine and consider all cases relating to recognition of 
foreign qualifications. 

The Committee submitted its report to Full Council at its 63 rd Meeting, however, the full Council again 
referred the cases back to the Sub-Committee for re-examination. 

13.0 COMPREHENSIVE AMENDMENTS TO THE ARCHITECTS ACT, 1972 

The Council submitted a proposal for comprehensive amendments in the Architects Act, 1972 to the Ministry 
of Human Resource Development, Govt, of India. The Ministry has constituted a Committee under the 
Chairmanship of Shri J. R. Bhalla, Architect, Past-President, Council of Architecture for finalizing the same. 

The Committee has submitted its report to the Ministry of Human Resource Development. Further, action 
from the ministry in the matter is awaited. 

14.0 TRAINING PROGRAMMES FOR ARCHITECTS: 

NIAS A has conducted 15 training programmes for teachers and professional architects in Pune and other 
cities. The programmes were attended by more than 378 participants across the country. 

One workshop for heads and senior faculty in architecture institutions titled the “Academic Leadership 
Workshop” and 04 Entrepreneurship Development Programme for to-be and young architects were also 
conducted during the last year.

17.0 NATIONAL APTITUDE TEST IN ARCHITECTURE 


National Aptitude Test in Architecture was conducted in two phases i.e. Phase - I from 14.03.2014 to 
25.05.2014 and Phase - II from 01.06.2014 to 31.08.2014 for the prospective candidates looking forward to 
take up Architecture as career.

18.0 ARCHITECTURAL COMPETITIONS: 

The Council is assisting a number of promoters for the conduct of the architectural design competitions for 
selection of architects for construction of their buildings. 

The Council also wrote to several public authorities to appoint architects as per Architectural Competition 
Guidelines and not to appoint through tender or bid process on payment of lowest fee. The guidelines and 
inputs required by the promoters and competitors from the Council in the conduct of the competitions were 
also made available as and when requests were received. 

19.0 ENFORCEMENT OF THE ARCHITECTS ACT, 1972 AND REGULATIONS FRAMED THEREUNDER : 

Sections 36 and 37 of the Architects Act, 1972, impose prohibition on misrepresentation as an architect as 
well as misuse of title and style of architect and violation of the prohibition is a punishable offence. Upon 
receipt of the complaints of misuse of title and style of architect, the Council files complaints u/s 39 before the 
First Class Magistrate for taking cognizance of the offences. 

The Council is vigorously pursuing such criminal complaints filed before the Metropolitan Magistrate in New 
Delhi, against persons who have violated the provisions of the Architects Act, 1972 and misrepresented or 
misused the title and style of architect. Presently about 16 complaints are pending for adjudication before the 
Court. 

Further, a total of about 106 cases are pending in different courts on issues relating to architectural education 
and profession and other related matters where Council is one of the parties. 
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20.0 COA - IIA NATIONAL CONFERENCE ON “EDUCATION TODAY FOR THE PROFESSION 
TOMORROW” ON 01.09.2014 

The Council in association with the Indian Institute of Architects organized a National Conference on 
01.09.2014 on the topic of “Education today for the Profession tomorrow”. The Council invited 
representatives from all Architectural Institutions, Experts, Academicians and also IIA representatives in this 
conference to deliberate on the current norms and standards for architectural education and chalk out strategy 
for future. This conference was attended by about 400 invitees. 

21.0 SYMPOSIUM ON SUSTAINABLE SMART CITIES ON 16.03.2015 

The Council in association with MIDAS College of Architecture, Chennai organized a symposium on 
“Sustainable Smart Cities” on 16.03.2015. The Hon’ble Minister of Urban Development, Govt, of India 
Shri M. Venkaih Naidu, Hon’ble Minister of State of Science and Technology Shri Y. S. Chowdary, Former 
President of India, Dr.A.P.J. Abdul Kalam and Sri Sri Ravi Shankar Ji were the delegates who spoke on the 
topic.
